Mr. Braham made his second appearance for the season, yesterday 
evening, in the Opera of Artawerxes. His name in Arbaces is in it- 
self a powerful and deserved attraction ; but some portion of the in- 
terest of the Opera was undoubiedly lost by the absence of Madame 
Vestris, originally anuounced for the part of Arfaverres. With the 
present cast, however, the public have reason to be more than satis- 
fied, and although a taste for this kind of performance is not strictly 
English, the andience manifested great delight in the principal parts 
of the performance. Miss Paton’s andane is, in many respects, 
perfect—* The Soldier tired,” is a specimen of combined brilliancy 
and case, rarely rivalled, and never execlled. If we were disposed to 
compare the two syrens of the London stage, we might say that Miss 
Paton was fitted to rouse, and Miss Stephens to soothe every tumul- 
tous passion. “ The Soldier tired,” was not the only air honored with 
an encore; ‘ Peaceful years,” by Mr. Braham, and “ Adieu thon 
lovely youth.” by Miss Paton, also commanded and merited the dis- 
tinction. ‘* Fly, soft ideas,” we would suggest, might be more ten- 
derly treated ; but this isto expect talent nearly universal. ‘ In in- 
fancy our hopes and fears,” by Miss Love. did not, perhaps, exhibit 
the execution and tone of a Vestris, but there was a rich and feeling 
melody in it, much aided by the beautiful lower notes of her voice—in 
which Miss Love stands almost pre-eminent. ‘The rest of her masie 
deserves general praise. Mr. Phillips was enfortunate in the selection 
ef Arfabanes for a debut, or even for a performance at all; the huski- 
ness of his recitative, and the entire failure of the principal song,— 
“Thy father, away;” were not retrieved by any remarkable excel- 
Jenee in other respects. Miss Henry is generally promising, and on 
this occasion was at least an efficient substitute jor Miss Love. We 
need scarcely add how the evening’s entertainments coneladed, whea 
we refer to the names announced in Animal Magnetism.—The house 
was well filled, but not crowded.
